Sell-Government. 

Homo stateemft bus over evinced a 
marked nod uuaccountoblo distrust of 
hnman nature. Toll the statesmen of 
the old world about the rigbti of the 
People and they dread tho ravages ot a 
ferocious animal. Thoy must have 
armies, police aod priests to keep tbe 
people, in order. Ten millions of the 
adults of Europe are armed to tho 
teoth 1 The resources of Europonn 
BtatosmanBhip are but two— foroo and 
cajolery'; 1 Ts it any wonder that the 
objects of. all this suspicion and distrust 
have riot made that progress which 
might have been expeoted? JBut if pro- 
gress baa been slow it has been sure, 
and Liberty is about to arise in its 
terrible might and shako off the rusty 
shackles of centuries. Tbo Anglo- 
Saxons woro the first. Britons hove 
long been free; yet ages of legislation 
and an. historical Pantheon of States, 
men ,havo scarcely enabled them to ruiso 
the great majority of the working 
c I agues above tho condition of serfs ! 
Even Spain— old, effeto, priest-ridden 
Spain has thrown off the jroke of des- 
potism, and from Madrid have wo beard 
tho ; official proijunchunonto : 'All 
power emanates from the people, and all 
persons to whom it is entrusted must be 
elected by and be held responsible to the 
people'* FL-auco demands Liberty. '1 
can speak for order; help mo to obtain 
liberty,' said Napoleon the other day. 
It ie extremely doubtful whether ho can 
speak for oruer. It is clear that 
Franco, will take liberty, even at tho 
riok of disorder, nor will tho great crisis 
be .inuoh longer delayed by plausiblo 
pretexts aod empty concessions. Turn- 
ing: . to matters, which inoro neirly con- 
cern ourge'ves, tbe colonial policy of 
Great Britain has been one of continued 
distrust ot the people. There is pro- 
bably none ol tho forty-live cbloi ies 
tbit .has not experienced this. Every 
colony has to tight the old battles of 
liberty over again; tome of the 
finest of them have fought their 
way to cowpleto independence ! The 
case of British Columbia porsesson pe- 
culiar, interest. Those sent out to gov* 
erri us bring to the work all the ancient 
prejudices, and the people of British 
Columbia are, in nccorJauee with the 
old tueory, pronounced until for Sejf» 
goverBiuent — nay, worse stillj unfit to 
manage their own local a flairs as a Pro- 
vince of the Dominion, tho larger and 
more difficult questions being removed 
to the JTedoral capital. An eminent 
political economist &>•»■> ■•»•«!, ' 1 L ,j 
that ttero uro only two efficient forms of 
flevernment for British Possessions, 
viz., absolute rule, as in tho case ol 
Crown Colonies, or Kosponsiblo or 
Party Government, as now existing in 
the more enlightened and prosperous 
dependencies of Great liiitatu.' British 
Columbiu may bo considered as having 
pa»sod the stage of a Crown Colony, 
and if we wish to avoid drilling into 
disorganization and chronic discontent 
we mint not remain in an intermediate 
or transition state, but pass on with 
bold heart and patriotic resolve to tho 
next stage, viz, .Responsible Govern- 
ment. Let tho people be well assured 
of this, that liberty will never bo forced 
upon them. It is to bo sought after, 
striven after, fought for. Is it to be 
one of tho immediate results of Coin 
federation 1 The Government have said 
no. What do the people Bay ? One 
thing is certain : we shall nover have a 
more favorable opportunity of Obtaining 
self-govsrnmeni than the present. Nor 
can there be any doubt that if tho peo- 
ple take a decided stand and back up 
tbe position taken by tho mx represent- 
ative members in the Legislative Coun- 
cil, they will prevail. It is equally 
certain that if the people appear indif- 
ferent about tho matter, we shall find 
ourselves occupying a (also and humilia- 
ting position under Confederation. It 
rests entirely with tho people to abide- 
by, or reverso tbe verdict ol tho Govern- 
ment, that they are u " fit 10 have the 
management of even their own local 
affairs undor Confederation. If the 
people ore quiescent and ailu* the judgment 
of tbe Executive to go by default ihe respBO- 
sibifuy ol any coujupienooj which may fol 
low must reft wi'b thou, li must Do re- 
membered thai although the head ol the E<£- 
eoulivo, doubtless, ennes to ua with hid share, 
of those pn judicea so common to the 'ruling 
elasi<s' against giviog puwer 10 tbe people, 
yet ba can have no personal end to term in 
withhoLliii" Rtspousible. Government ftom 
this people." Once the oniony (siajrly within 
tbe Dominion his mission will Dave been 
completed, and his reward will doubtless be 
assured j acd WU Excellency can have no 
wish ie ihin maltor ol Dell-novcinraent be- 
yond tho welfare of tbo colony.

Wednesday, April 6 

DEIiKGATION TO OTTAWA. 

The Council went ioto Committee of tbo 
Whole od the message of ilia Excellency 
t!)^l3averrjor in relation to the appointment 
ot delegates to Ottawa. 

The Collector ol Customs moved that Ilia 
Exoillency the Uovercor bo authorised to 
make ptopor provision for the eip«;i8es of a 
delegation, to be oomposed ef three such 
memberH of this Council as His ExctLoacy 
may elect, as delegates to Oitavra lor the pur- 
pose of BUDmlttlOg to 'he Government ot 
Canada the Terms of Uuiou with ibe Do- 
mimoa proposed by His Ex..i«Uoocy uud 
adopted by the Council. 

The Collector of Uuitoms saiil, in movrni! 
til's resolution, that His Kxeell:i.ey ilediitd. 
the Couacil to authorise bun to inutio this 
oxpetiditnre rather thun thin he should take 
upon tiimseli the en'ire respotis ibilicy . The 
axp-nse of the delegation would be very 
triliiii". It would not exceed Si500 jr 5300U. 
^JYl^Riug thought a delegation qune un- 
necessary. He thought aUo the mode pro- 
posed was prematuio. The people of this 
colo'iy bud not asked for Cotilediration. 
This Council did not represent ttie views ul 
tbe people on that question and it was wrong 
to airauiie and oflcr terms before the poople 
had conseuted to Ootilederulion. 

Mr Rotison would a^y, i" reply to tbe nou 
member for Nnnaiinu, that the Couucil had, 
name of ttie colo iy, decided to accept 
Confederation, upcu the Terms embodied 10 
Ihe echeme as amended in ooinmitt.ee, and 
it was the pioper course to eeud delegates 
lo Ottawa lor the purpose of conducting the 
negotiadons. It appeared to bins, however, 
Ihat boo members were entitled to know 
wno were ts compose the delegation— 
that they should know before they could con- 
sistently vote away (our or five tnuusand 
dollars of put.lic money to pay their ex- 
penses, at a time when money ouuld not be 
had for the most pressing wants. If the 
delegates were not men who represented the 
views and poa^a^d the confidence of the 
people upon the main issues ol Contedeiatioo 
and responsible government it would be 
worse than a waste ol public money to send 
them to Ottawa. Such an important mia- 
sion should otily be entrusted to men ot 
sslablLhad and Hied views upon these great 
questions. If puolio rumor was correct, 
however, two lre»h converts and one im- 
placable enemy to Oonlederation itself.aud all 
opposed to responsible government, had been 
aeleced. He h_>d no hesitation to uajlng 
tbat such a delegation could not po^ioiy 
possess the confidence of the great body ol 
rhp people, and there would naturally be a 
3judice exciied t-gaisst vv Late. er Terms 
ihey might bring back. Be-ide?, all three 
muaf be regarded as Victorians, thus ignor- 
ing tbo Mainland altogether. He did not 
speak in a spirit of hostility, boi raifaer ton. 
a de ? ire to prevent ibe coronation ol to aial 
an enor by the Governor. He ltdted the 
names would not be withheld Iroru the 

H tfl/'RiBR said he hoped (ho Governaieat 
would not givo the names of the delegates. 
He said the first question to ascertain was— 
Did the people want Confederauoo ? and il 
they did, then send a delegation to Ottawa. 
But until negotiations were authorised by 
the people; any communication could be 
made by mail. . 

'Ihe Collector of Customs said nothing 
could be easier Ifiao to send the tesulul.on ol 
the Council by mail, but the presence pi 
delegates who understood how to explain 
the various questions that might arise, was 
indispensable. Tbe request to give the 
Dames of the proposed delegates was not 
Tba Governor touk that respou- 



proper 

sibility upon himself. 

Mr Humphreys said this was cot a ques- 
tion ot raisiog money. It was a questien ol 
|/i*3 kind ol men wno would be sent ou such 
^SeleaatiOB. Ho was ol tbo opinion that 
the meu selected were not those who reprer 
eented the people of the colony, lie would 
B0 y emphatically they were not.

Mr Humphreys— The boo Attorney Gon- 
eral boa Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works and the hou senior member lor Vic- 
toria citv, none ol whom represent tbe people 
of the co.ony ou the great question vvhioh 
concerns their interest most. H he hud sot 
named ibe right meu he Hoped the govern- 
ment members would set bim right by giv- 
ing the names of ibe delegates, as he be- 
lieved it was their tliiiy to do. 

The Chief Commissioner said he would 
like to take this opportunity to say a low 
words on the question of responsible govern- 
meat; We are told by those who so aidetit-

the colony are a unit Id favor of responsible 
aove.nmei.t, and yet they are ufraid to leave 
ft, uliimate adoption to the people, lliey 
have been lold that the question will be led 
to ihe people under the new lor in ol govern- 
ment to be given ibem, 1 hey do uel know 
what response the people may give at the 
„nlK buiit they accept Oout.detaiuu the 
ji'.iouy will be till Iree to lorm lis own oon- 
pTituioo. The Uoveruor has promised to 
lorn a Council that will represent the

I he quesiien 
bud lo be settled, and it was incotisisie i,t to 
oppose a delegation. He thought, however, 
tbat the names of the delegates should be 
sent to the Council; were they withheld ba 
would oppose the resolution. 

Mr DeCosmos said be scarcely expected 
any discussion od tbisj point. He supposed 
every member would vole for Ibe resolution. 
The only point was, would the delegation re- 
present the people. Ho did not believe any 
delegation sent by tbe government would 
lairly represent tbe people of the colony. 
As soon, bowover, as it was known whj the 
delegates were, he had no doubt that there 
wouid be a people's delegation also -sent to 
Ottawa, lie would say go on with the dele- 
gation. It would Do douot result in good. 
In regard to the appointment of popular 
members to tbe government he did not be- 
lieve in it. It was a mere couateifeit. 

Mr Barnard said he thought the question 
a proper one, but La believed the m.raes 
woold not be giveD. If, however, the gen- 
tlemen named by ihe bon member let Lil- 
looet be the true ones, will oot the people 
have good cause to say, should modified 
Terms come back, 'What belter could we 
expect from such a delegation V Two retifibl 
converts to Coiiledumiiou [at least the peo- 
ple so legard theinj and one avowed oppon- 
ent— since his last somersault ! His cuiisii- 
tueuts elected hiin [Mr BJ to ruptes, nt idem 
oa Confederation pure and timple. The 
people want responsible government, atid if 
the delegation proposed is seui, responsible 
KOfernmenl will bo ignored, tiix out of 
seven of the representative mombsrs in tbis 
Council voted lor responsible government, 
yet the question and ihu party are boih to be 
ignored. On the Mainland tbe people nave 
nevor flinched from Confederation ; and are 
they to be thus ignored in Ibis mailer ol 
delegaiioo, and u gentleman sent to make 
terms lor them who is persistently opposed lo 
Cooledbration — woo rubs bis hands xnd 
chuckles in the ante-room, and says, 'You 
have not got Conlederatiuu yet'? 

The Cuief Commissioner said the bon 
gemlemen are fighting a shadow. They 
don't kbow who are to be the dilegates, and 
we are nut in a position to lnlorm them.

Oue pomt has been 
elicited by this discussion The ion mem- 
bers Irooi the Mainland have opposed en.. re 
shadows, It ibey find out thai they buve 
been mistaken ibat obstacle will be removed. 
Mr Kubion — Are they mistaken 1 
The Chief Commissioner — 1 am not in a 
posiiioo lo say. It would be improper tor 
one at this stage to nam.- the delegates. Tbe 
bun members who had so labored lor Oou- 
ledeiatioo should be ihe lust to show a want 
ot confidence in tbo Governor who bad 
shown himself so much in favor of that 
scheme. 

Mr Barnard said— la one member of tbe 
government we have tbe utmost confidence, 
tie bad hitherto bad most unbounded confi- 
dence in the Governor's conlederation policy, 
and tbe .only thing that bad in any degree 
shaken h's confidence aud tbat of Confedera- 
lionists generally, was the appointment of a 
member to bis government wno was an open 
and avowed foe to tbat measure. The feeling 
baj somewhat subsided, but the gentleman 
was watched and he [Mr Barnard] bad come 
to tbe conclusion that he was an opponent 
still— tbat Le had taken every opportunity to 
sneer at Confederation both in ana out of this 
House — and now that we find that same gen- 
tleman on the dolegalion, ha [Mr Barnard] 
must say again his confidence was shaken; but 
having reecmtly couie among us, the Governor 
could not be expected to know every rniin 
thoroughly. It was no wonder.then, that people 
relueiuntly gave their coutideuco to a governs 
meat which would thus disregard the wishes 
of the great Conlederation party, lie wouid, 
therelore, move— Tbat the committee rise ana 
report progress in order lo «ive the govern- 
ment an opportunity to supply the informa- 
tion asked tor. 

Motion lost. Yeas — Barnard, llobson, Drake, 
Humphreys, DeCusmoB. 

Mr Dewduey said he thought I'on members 
were arguing from ful-e premises on the sup - 
position that, there would be no delegate Irom 
the J/uinland. He believed the government 
bad no intention of neglecting that part of the 
colony. In regard tj responsible government, 
ho did not believe the government would ne- 
glect any means wheruhy the people might 
obtain It if they desired it. 

Mr DeCosmos said we did not want land 
but parties, represented. The solecUuu ol de- 
legates should be based upon tbe opinions ot 
the people. 

The Attorney General said any proposition 
made by tbe Canadian government would bo 
considered bv the delegates from this colony. 

Mr Humphreys said all the delegates were 
opposed to Confederation.

period. Sir James agreed with other autborU 

ties as to tbe Rosarlo Straits being Ihe channel 
of tbe treaty, the only known and r«eogni»e<2 
channel of tbat period. There were two oiUer 
channels, the Middle Channel and tbe Haro 
Straits, and it was the third or most Northerly 
one the Uniud States would now claim. Look-, 
ing at tbe chart before him he could come to 
no other conclusion than that tbe Americans 
desired tbe Island for purposes of oflencs. 
They could not desire it for defensive purpo- 
ses, neither coald they covet it oa account ot 
any intrinsic value il possesses. It could only 
be desired as a means to one end / and that 
was undoubtedly tba extension of their boun« 
dary Northward. Tbis being the case, H was 
ot tbe utmost importance tbat Great Britain 
should retain tbo Island, as it completely 
commanded the passage between tbe b gb sea 
and tbe mainland part of the colony. It might 
be said tbat any expression of opinion in tbis 
Council could have no wsigbt; but he ditTered 
from that view. Over a year ago, when in 
London on business connected with tbe Do- 
minion, Sir Qeorge Cartier and the Hon Win, 
McDaugall bad felt it tbelr duty to join in a 
letter to the Secretary of State, urging in very 
strong language the importance of tbe Island 
to the Dominion— and we should be derelict in 
our duty did we permit the present Session to 
close without adding our quota to the Influ- 
ence brought to bear upon (bis question. To 
no part of Her Mnjesty's subjects was tbe 
question so important as to us, and we bad an 
especial right to be heard. 

The Commissioner of Lands and Works said 
the Council wag very much indebted to lho 
bon member for New Westminster for bringing 
forward a matter of so mncb importance, and 
one which so deeply affected the interests of 
this colony. The hou gentleman bad so clearly 
and forcibly explained tbe true position of the 
matter that it was needless for bim to add a 
single word. The importance of the Island to 
uj was indisputable, and it was our bounden 
duty to make a representation of tbo mallei to 
the Imperial and Canadian governments. He 
would hoarti'iy support the resolution. It wus 
very desirable that the British government 
-hould be stirred up. He would ko with the 
bon member iii all his remarks. It was im- 
portant tbat we should have the Island, and 
as to tbo right of possession he thought we had 
the best of the argument. The proposition 
was as proper a thing as could be made for all 
parties concerned.
